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INSTRUCTIONS TO KEY HOLDERS. 

1. On thebreaking'out of a fire, notice should 
be immediately communicated to the nearest 
Alarm Box, Keys of which are always in the 
hands of the Police, and responsible persons in 
the vicinity of the Joxes. 

2. Key holders, upon the discovery or posi- 
tive information of a fire, will unlock the box, 
pau down the slide or hook once, and let go. 
This gives the desired alarm all over the city, re- 
peating itself five times. 

8, All persons giving fire alarms are request- 
ed to remain by the box a moment, and if no 
clicking is heard in the box, pull again; if you 
still hear no clicking, go to the next nearest box 
and give the alarm from that. 

4, Never signal fora fire scen ata distance. 
Never touch the hook except to give an alarm of 
fire. Be sure the box is locked before leaving it. 
Give an alarm for no cause other than an actual 
fire. Do not give an alarm for a chimney. 

5. Owners and occupants of buildings are 
requested to inform themselves of the location 
of the signal boxes near their property, also 
the places where the keys are kept. Be sure 
the alarm is properly given. One single stroke 
of the Alarm Bell and Engine House Gong is 
not given for an alarm of fire, 

6. Alarms will be sounded on the Fire Bells 
thus: I’or box 5, five strokes, 1-1-1-1-1, with 
short intervals and repeating. For box 32, 
the strokes, 1-1-1, a pause, then two strokes 
1-1, a pause, and repeating. Alarms for other 
numbers are given in a like manner. 

7. Ten successive strokes upon the Alarm 
Bells will be given as a signal for calling out 
the whole Fire Department. 

Caurion.—Never pull the hook while the 
Alarm Bells or the Gong in the box are strik- 
ing.
